EN. CARRANZA ACCEPTS 


LATIN MEDIATION PLAN. 


All Warring Elements Below Border to 
Be Included in the Negotiations. 


An Effort to Compose the Whole Mexican Situation 
May Come from the Proposals of the South Ameri- 


cans—Gen. Villa and the “Supreme Chief” Enjoy an 
Auto Ride Together in the Streets of Chihuahua, —

| ASHINGTON, April 29.—The 
scope of mediation plans for the 
 gettlement of the Mexican crisis 
was suddenly broadened tonight so as 
to include the entire range of Mexican 
affairs—not alone the critical issue be- 
tween the United States and the 
Huerta regime, but also the conflict 
between the elements of Northern and 
Southern Mexico which have rent the 
republic, 


“This signal enlargement of the 


mediation programme followed the 


receipt, late in the day, of a formal 
acceptance by Gen. Carranza, chief of 
the Constitutionalist. forces, of the 
principle of mediation, as proposed by 
the Ambassador from Brazil and the 
Ministers from Argentina and Chile. 
Already the United States and Gen. 
liuerta’ formally had accepted the 
good offices of these South American 


envoys, and now, as a further step, 
Gen. Carranza has been brought into 
the deliberations so as to draw every 
element and faction within the range 
of any settlement which may be at- 
tained. 

BKarlier in the day, the mediators 
made another decisive move in asking 
the United States and Gen. Huerta to 
agree to an armistice by which all 
aggressive military movements would 
be suspended pending the outcome of 
the négotiations. The mediators con- 
fidently expect both sides to accept the 
armistice proposal. 


SCOPE OF ARMISTICE.

The American government 
in its formal reply to the armistice 
proposal will expressly stipulate that 
any untoward act toward Americans 
will be regarded as an infraction of 
the armistice. 

The South American envoys were tn 
session throughout the day. They sus- 
pended their night session, however, 
desiring a respite from their almost 


continuous meetings during the last 
three days and nights. 
Up to the time of their adjourn- 


ment they had progressed steadily in 
their plans and foresaw a definite 
statement within the next few days 
of their contemplated action. 

Word of Gen. Carranza’s acceptance 
of the tender of good offices looking 
toward mediation came late in ine 
day in a telegram to the three South 
American envoys, who informed Sec- 
retary Bryan. 

It had generally been supposed that 


'| the Intermediaries would confine their 


efforts to a settlement of the differ- 
ences arising between the United 
States and the Huerta government as 
a result of the arrest of American 
marines at Tampico and the seizure 
of Vera Cruz. But it developed that 
while they were prepared to concen- 
trate their attention on averting nos- 
tilities between Gen. Huerta and the 
United States, the envoys were endeav- 
oring to include in the scope of their 
mediation the Constitutionalists, so 
that all elements might be brought 
into harmony for a pacific settlement. 


AMERICA'S SIGNIFICANT REPLY. 


In this connection it was recalled 
that the Arherican government’s reply 
to the tender of good offices made this 
significant statement: 

“T@is covernment hopes most ear- 
nestly that you may find those who 
speak for the several elements of the 
Mexican people willing and ready to 
discuss terms of satisfactory and 
therefore permanent settlement.” 

President Wilson and “Secretary 
Bryan were pleased at the entry of 
Gen. Carranza and the Cénstitutional- 
ists In the peace plans, their hopes of 
a broad and satisfactory adjustment 
of the present crisis being raised to a 
degree of confidence which they have 
not hitherto felt. 

The American government tonight 
had not yet made formal reply to the 
first proposal of the intermediaries for 
an armistice, but it is understood one 
will be made within the next twenty- 
four hours.

TORTURED VICTIMS HELD IN 
CELLS BELOW TIDE LINE.

. VERA CRUZ, April 29.—Rear-Ad- 
miral Fletcher's decision to remove all 
prisoners from. the fortress of San 
Juan de Ulua was reached after an 
inspection had been made by Com- 
mander H. O. Stickney, inspector of 
the port and the customs, and by of- 
ficers detailed for that work. 

The inspection by the American au- 
thorities verified the tales that had 


been written and told for generations 
of the terrible conditions prevailing. 
Many dungeons were below the water 


line when the tide was running in, at 
which times the inmates, many of 
whom were half blind on account of 


their long incarceration in semi-dark- 
ness, were drenched. Other dungeons 
were so constructed that it was:im- 
possible for the victims to lie down. 
Ancient devices of torture were dis- 
covered, and there was evidence that 
these had been in use recently. 

Among those held in confinement 
were men once of prominence; men 
who had been there so long that their 
minds were blank, and men so en- 
feebled by the treatment they had re- 
ceived as to insure their transfer to 
hospitals Instead of to prisons.

Colorado’s seven-months’ industrial 
war today claimed a toll of at least 
nine human lives. This was the veri« 
fied record at 6 o’clock tonight,

At Forbes, seven mine guards and 
one striker dead, with two other 
strikers believed to have been killed. 

At Walsenburg, one officer of the 
militia hospital corps killed, one offi- 
cer and two enlisted men wounded. 

The Forbes camp was a scene of 
desolation, - practically all the mine 
huildings having been destroyed by 
fire. Here it was the work of only 
a few fleeting hours. It was about 
5:30 asm. that the strikers opened 
their attack in force. With the wome 
en and children of the camp barrie 
caded in the mine stope, the guards 
under the personal direction of Supt. 
Nichol, responded spiritedly. About 
10 o’clock the firing ceased and the 
camp's. assailants disappeared as 
mysteriously as they came, some to- 
wards Trinidad and others over the 
hills in the direction of Berwind and 
Tabaseo. According to Supt. Nichol, 
three strikers were seen to tumble 
down the hillside. 


MAJ. LESTER KILLED. 


Fighting that practically encircled 
the town continued for five hours 
at Walsenburg between strikers, 
militia and mine guards. Maj. P. P. 
Lester of the Hogpital Corps met his 
death, shot through the left breaat, 
while dressing the wounds of a 
militiaman within 150 vards of the 
strikers’ position. Firing ceased 
shortly after 3 

With two troops of United States 
Cavalry in the Fremont county fields 
and citizens, volunteers and militia 
on guard in Boulder county, State

American Occupation Would 
End Their Troubles. 


Host of Unemployed Help 
Swell Their Armies.

Whenever the subject of American 
intervention in Mexico has come up 
fim the past military critics, amateur 
and professional alike, have uniform- 
ly agreed that we should have to face 
@ long, serious and expensive war 
with terrible loss of life and the end 
@ question of the indefinite future. 
These critics told us that we should 
have no great difficulty in defeating 
the Mexicans in battle; but that would 
only be a beginning. First, they said, 
the whole nation would unite against 
us. Then they said that when we 
won battles we should hold only the 
cities and the ground actually occu- 
pied by the soldiers; that the Mexican 
people, one and all, would continue ‘to 
fight us in guerrilla warfare for yearé 
with implacable hatred, and that tney 
would never become reconciled. ‘ 

The first of these alarmist state- 
ments has been so far disproved by 
_the way the rebels have rejected with 
the utmost scorn Huerta’s appeals fo: 
union in the national defense. Fu- 
ture developments may lead to a clash 
with the rebels, but they will never 


is no doubt enough to form two regi- 
ments of Villa's army. 

The closing of the mines and 
smelters at Chihuahua, Parral, Tor- 


‘}reon, Valardena and Cananea alone 


has thrown out of work enough men 
to form a good many regimehts for 
the rebel armies of Sonora, Chihuahua, 
Coahuila and Durango.

Give the men a chance to make 
a better living in some other way, and 
they wil: be glad to quit fighting. 

COURSBEP TO FOLLOW. 

As soon as the Americans enter in- 
to possession of any section of the 
country, whether the occupation 1s to 
be temporary or permanent, the first 
course should and doubtless will be 


to afford every Mexican citizen peace 
and security for his life and property 
and entire liberty in all matters not 
incompatible with the maintenance of 
order, the supremacy of American au- 
thority, and the prosecution of un- 
avoidable hostilities. This is precise- 
ly what Admiral Fletcher has done 
at Vera Cruz. 

There should, and will, be no at- 
tempt to enforce such laws of war as 
those which some authorities have 
maintained would justify our men in 
summarily executing Mexicans, not 
duly enlisted in the regular frrces, 
who may fire upon the troops, believ- 
ing that thereby they are rightfully 
defending their homes. Many Mex- 
icans at Vera Cruz have done this; tn 
fact, the evidence seems to be that 
practically all the Americans killed

Secretary Declares Operations in 
Mexico Have Shown Vast Estab- 
lishment of United States Can Be 
Depended on to Move Quickly in 
Any Emergency That May Arise.

WASHINGTON, April 29. —Secre- 
tary of the Navy Daniels issued a 
statement today, in which he said 
that if the operations in Mexico have 
no other results,' they have served to 
test out the organization and pre- 
paredness of the navy. 

“It is now well known,” the Secre- 
‘tary sald, “that President Wilson is- 
sued orders at 4 o’clock in the morn- 
ing to seize the customhouse at Vera 
Cruz. Almost tmmediately the ma- 


chinery was put in motion for meet- 
ing the situation thus c ted. Ships 
were chartered to away the 
refugees, supplies were shipped by the 
thousands of tons, ship after ship was 


seems | fitted out, received her officers, crew 


and stores, and slipped away to the 
south with hardly a ripple of con- 
fusion. 

“When the order to take Vera Cruz 
was given only the active fleet was 
in service. During the next four days 
the number of ships in service was 
nearly doubled. The colliers and sup- 
ply ships were loaded and sent away. 
Some are already returning for their 
second cargoes. The marines were 
gathered from widely-scattere¢ points,» 
collecting at the navy yards from 
which they were. starting, and 
marched on board. 

“To the casual observer the navy 
yards appeared scenes of the great- 
est activity, but it was action without 
confusion, One event followed an- 
other wits great rapidity, but with or- 
derly sequence. 

“The newest dreadnought, the New 
York, sailed from her home yard, 
complete and ready in every respect, 
exactly ten days after first hoisting 
her flag and going into commission. 
Gunboats, which had long been laid 
up in_reserve, were placed in full com- 
mission, took on coal and stores and 
left, as a rule within forty-eight hours 
of the receipt of their orders. 

“Many unforeseen contingencies 
arose, as must always be the case, but 
none which could not be overcome 
by the energies of the officers and 
men. The commandants of the vari- 
ous navy yards were unflagging in 
their activity, and in all respects as 
regards materials the navy was found 
ready. Among the first articles sup- 
plied when it was found that the blue- 
jackets were to be landed were 10,000 
vards of mosquito netting and 200 
pounds of bug powder.” 

The Secretary added that he still 
“stood pag” on the two-battleship 
programme.

There are a score or more of 
Americans still in Tampico. They 
have all lived here many years and 
are highly regarded by the Mexican 
population.

Lester was struck, according 
to Capt. Swope, who commanded the 
detail, within 150 yards of a line of 


rifle pits near the top of the hogback 
northeast of Walsenburg, in which 
the strikers had taken their stand. 
Lieut. Scett had been shot a few min- 
utes previously. The firing was heavy 
when orders were received to with- 
draw and Maj. Lester’s body was left 
on the fleld. 

A long low range of hills that runs 
along the north and east side to the 
town was the scene of today’s battle. 
Fightine started when a detachment 
under Lieut. Scott left the town lim- 
its and started to cross a low rise. 
Capt. Swope and Lieut. Morrison fol- 
lowed. 

For two hours the militiamen 
sought to disiodge the strikers with- 
out success. With Lieut. Scott in 
command of one detail and Capt. 
Swope leading the second company, 
they advanced Dy a series of alternate 
rushes, until Swope’s men 
stopped by a:woven wire fence. 

Both details were returning the fire 
of the strikers with vigor when a 
icourier from Col, Verdeckberg came 
up with the militiamen and recalled 
the troops. The retreat was made 
under as many difficulties as the ad- 
vance, and it was nearly 5 o'clock be- 
fore the troops reached town. — 

The strikers are said to be still en- 
trenched along the side of the low 
hill which forms a natural fortifica- 
tion. Reports that a final effort will 
be made by the strikers to take the 
town before the arrival of Federal 
troops, are current, and the citizens 
are in a state of terror. 

Maj. Lester was in charge of the 
Hospital Corps and his men were with 
him when he was shot.

STRIKERS’ BAD FAITH. 

At 8 o'clock, Col. Verdeckberg,4 
who had been at the Courthouse for 
several hours in an effort to negotiate 
an agreement by which the strikers 
would iay down their arms, an- 
nouncea that the strike leaders with 
whom he had expected to confer, had 
not appeared. Col. Verdeckberg stated

While Cok Verdeckberg was at the 
‘Courthouse brisk fighting continued 
at a point about three miles south- 
west of Walsenburg, where thirty-two 
men and three officers of Co. M, Capt. 
Garrett, were surrounded at Martin's 
Lake. The militiamen had been sur- 
rounded for several hours. fighting 
for their lives. They had left the 
military position in an effort to turn 
| the Hank of the strikers who were fir- 
ing from the hogback toward the 
Walsen mine. They were trapped, 
however, and exposed.to a galling fire 
from two directions, from the south- 
west end of the hogback and from an- 
other hill on the opposite side of 
M.rtin’s Lake. 

Early in the evening a troop of 
cavalry under Capt. Lightburn and 
Co. M, First Infantry, sallied out from 
Walsenburg to go to the rellef of the 
entrapped militiamen. 

Capt. Swope, who commanded the 
‘right wing of the militia lines during 
the day, said tonight that he would 
go to the place where Maj. Lester 
was shot and recover the body. This 
point is within 150 feet of the rifle 
pits from which the strikers have held 
their position on the hogback. 

Capt. Swope said he would not go 
for the body under a truce agreement 
unless leaders of the strikers went 
with him as an evidence of good faith. 
Unless his condition was met, he said, 
he would take a force of troops and 
fight his way to the body, 

At 9:30 p.m. the conference was 
still on. Pending the outcome of this 
meeting, firing has ceased.

REIGN OF TERROR 
AT TRINIDAD. 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRB.] 
TRINIDAD (Colo.) April 29.—Not 
since the days of Indian warfare has 
terror reigned in the Southern Colo- 
rado coal fields as it did tonight. 
With unburied bodies and black- 
ened ruins of mines dotting the hills 
and canyons of Las Animas and ituer- 
fano counties, thousands of non-com- 
batants were awake, awaiting breath- 
lessly for news of the next outbreak 
of the war of mine guards and militia 
with an army of coal miners. 
The events of the dgy added im- 
measurably to the horror of the situa- 


tion. Early in the morning th bat- 
tle at Forbes, a scant twelve miles 


from Trinidad, stretched seven com- 
pany employees and an unknown 
number of strikers dead in the can- 
yon. In Huerfano county, tiring at 
the Walsen mine continued through- 
out most of the day. The only fatal- 
ity certainly known at 6 o'clock was 
the killing of Maj. P. P. Lester of the 
Hospital Corps. 

With the promise of Federal troops 
in the district before daybreak, resi- 
dents of the southern counties - hoped 
for an early restoration of peace in 
the strike zone. 

A large number of women from the 
Sopris mine of the,Colorado Fuel and 
Iron Company and the Piedmont mine 
of the Rocky Mountain Fuel Com- 
pany fled the camps late today and 
came to Trinidad. It was reported 
that the strikers from San Rafael 
were moving in the direction of the 
two camps, which are close together 


and about six miles southwest of 
Trinidad. 
Officials of the Rocky Mountain 


Fuel Company tonight brought in the 
wounded and six bodies of the dead 
from Forbes camp, scene of a pitched 
battle early in the day. The body of 
one mine defender was left at the 
camp. A large number of women and 
children also were brought to Trini- 
dad. Strike leaders admitted thit 
three of the party which ° attacked 
Forbes were wounded and had been 
taken to a Trinidad hospital. Num- 
bers of others received slight wounds. 
Leaders of the miners would not ad- 
mit that any of their men had been 
killed. The body ef one — striker, 
however, was plainly visible from the 
Forbes mine after the fight.

FOR REFUGEES. 


AMERICAN EXODUS FROM CAPT. 
| TAL IS UNOPPOSED. 


Commander Tweedie of the Brit- 
ish Cruiser Essex Is Warmly 
Praised for His Courage and Tact 
in Heiping Along the Himigration, 
O'Shaughnessy Stull at Vera Cruz 


[BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.] 

VERA CRUZ, April 29.—Anxiety In 
Vera Cruz as to friends and relatives 
in the interior has been greatly re- 
lieved by the events of yesterday, 
which show that the Mexican au- 
thorities are permitting Americans to 
come down to the coast. Today the 
American colony here settled down to 
await news from Puerto Mexico, of 
the arrival of three trainloads of 
refugees from Mexico City, which the 
Huerta officials promised Commander 
Tweedie of the British cruisér Essex 


| warship. The passenger boats avail- 
able havé limited wireless equipment, 
consequently the- arrival of the 
refugee trains, together with the 
names of those on board, may not be 
learned until the steamer returns to 
Vera Cruz. 

O'Shaughnessy and Arnold Shank- 
lin, the American Consul-General at 
Mexico City, who came out with him, 
are still here, awaiting orders. So far 
as is known they have given no inti- 
mation as to their probable instruc- 
tions from Washington. This is con- 
strued here tu mean that the State 
Department retains hope of a satis- 
factory adjustment of the present dif- 
ficulty, which would make it possible 
for these officials to return to Mexico 
City. Consequently their return to the 
United States now might be inexpedi- 
ent. 


Consul Canada’s office is flooded 
with cablegrams inquiring for the 
safety of this or that person. As fast 
as the lists containing the names of 
those who reach the coast and start 


for Galveston are received, they are 
cabled to the State Department at 
Washington. 


The Soledad refugees are enthustas- 
tie in praise of Commander Tweedie. 
When his train steamed into sight, 
bound for Vera Cruz, several refugees 
approached the British officer and 
told of plight. 

“You need not worry,” Commander 
.Tweedle answered. “This train will 
not leave without you.”

The refugees told also of the gal- 
lant conduct of the Mexican military 
commander at Soledad and of the

On the night when the eituation 
was especialiy serious the Mayor 
made an address to the citizens, urg- 
ing them to be calm. The most effect- 
ive work, however, was done by the 
commandant, who seized several hun- 
dred of the most ardent. rioters, 
pressed them into the army and sent 
them away to the capital to fill the 
ranks of Gen. Huerta’s forces. 

Rear-Admiral Fletcher’s experi- 
ment last night tn granting the popu- 
lation of Vera Cruz the fullest meas- 
ure of liberty, permitting them to 
wander at will in the streets through- 
out the night, in order to convince 
them of the pacific intentions of the 
Americans, proved completely suc- 
cessful.

Climate

Mexico stretches across 17 
parallels of latitude, with the 
Tropic of Cancer crossing the 
territory about midway, thus 
placing it in the tropical and 
sub-tropical regions. 

The great central plateau car- 
ries temperate and -sub-tropical 
conditions over much the great- 
er part of the Republic. 

The temperature rises steadlly 
as one descends to the lowlands 
on either side of the plateau, 
until the upper limit of the trop- 
ical region, called “tlerras cali- 
entes,”” is reached, where the 
climate is hot, humid and un- 
healthy, as elsewhere in the for- 
ested coastal plans of tropical 
America.

South of that parallel 
only a rainy séason from May 
to October and a dry season for 
the rest of the year can be dis- 
tinguished, 

Long droughts are common in 
many parts of the country, 
and on the barren surface of 
the plateau the rains drain 
away rapidly.

Protective. Armor. 

The latest thing in armaments has 
been patented by Anna M. Scnnelider 
of this city, whose armor: plate for 
policemen and soldiers uas Deen rec- 
ognized by the patent office as “useful 
to protect the vital parts of the body 
from bullet and knife wounds.” The 
armor is made of metal plates, each 
plate cut in a shape similar to the 
ace of spades, assembled so_as to fit 
Closely t@gether, and to be pliable. 
The edges or the plates are curved for 
the purpose of preventing a _ knife 
from being inserted between them. 


The plates are attached to cloth, 
which may be fashioned in any man- 
ner suitable to cover any part of the 
body that it is desirable to protect. 
The object of the invention is to pro- 
vide a device which shall be of light 
weight, sufficiently flexible to be worn 
with comfort, and strong enough to 
protect the wearer from tne ordinary 
force of a bullet or knife. The plates 
are best sufted to the purpose when 
cut about an inch and «a balf long, 
and an inch wide at the widest point.

UBLIC CLAMOR 
RATE DEFIED. 


NOVEL QUESTION ARISES OVER 
NATURAD GAS. 


Ratiroad Commission Will Be 
Asked to Compel Companies to 
Bring Product Into the City Even 
if They Have to Sell It at a Rate 
That Is Unremunerative. 


Whether the gas companies operat- | 


ing in Los Angeles can be compelled 
to furnish natural gas to their patrons 
at a less rate than the Board of Pub- 
lic Utilities has set as a reasonable 
one, but which the City Council has 
overridden with a rate fixed simply 
upon public clamor and not on facts 
that can be sustained ‘in a court ac- 
tion, is a point that doubtless will go 
before the State Railroad Commission 
for its decision. This will come up 
in connection with a novel phase of 
the situation to be presented by the 
City Attorney to the City Council this 
morning. 

He will ask the City Council to file 
an action with the State Railroad 
Commission on this line. It will be an 
absolutely new point, but one that ts 
of much interest in the development 
of the work of the State Railroad 
Commission. City Attorney Stephens 
maintains that he has the right to act 
independently in this matter and pro- 
ceed with an action before the com- 
mission, but that he wishes to work 
in full harmony with the city’s law- 
making body, and therefore asks it 
to institute the proceedings. 

He holds that the gas companies 
are using the natural gas for a less 
beneficial purpose than that of fur- 
nishing heat and light to the con- 
sumers, and also that when a utility 
corporation has introduced a service 
of a commodity to the public it can- 
not withdraw it without permission 
from the legislative body. 

In the complaint that Stephens has 
prepared, and which will be submitted 
to the Council today, it is set forth 
that for about two months there has 
been no natural gas used for delivery 
to consumers of Los Angeles, but that 
about 9,000,000 cubic feet per day has 
been used for fuel purposes at the 
plants, and that the deliveries of such 
gas could be increased to between 
18,000,000 and 26,000,000 cubic feet 

er day. 
It that the City Council 
will accede to the request of the City 
Attorney-and will at once provide for 
the institution of the action before the 
State Railroad Commission.

Byrnes declared that Supervisor 
Norton, on June 25, last, voted against 
the. other four Supervisors for the 

roposition to raise’ the salary of the 

upervisors to $5000 a year from 
four. The others held out for $3000 
oniy 

“When they voted him down on 
this proposition,” declared Byrnes, 

“R. H. Norton approached two other 
Supervisors and asked them if they 
couldn't arrange some way to pad 
their expense account $2000 a year 
in order to get the money. The two 
Supervisors indignantly turned down 
Norton's proposition, with the result 
that no expense accounts have been 
pedded, as far as I know.” 

Byrnes then told how Supervisor 
Norton, with the assistance of a horde 
of professional politicians, killed the 
ordinance raising the wages of tele- 

hone girls, janitors, carpenters, etc., 

om $5 to $10 a month. “He tried 
to boost his cwn salary $2000 a year,” 
said Byrnes, “but took a few dollars 
a month out of the pockets of faith- 
ful county employees. And now he’s 
soft-scaping the workingman, trying 
to get his vote." 

Byrnes charged Norton with pack- 
ing positions in the Juvenile Hall 


gard to civil service regulations. He 
Gecilared that: Juvenile Hall has be- 
come netorious during Norton's ad- 
ministration of its affairs for the 
mumber of escapes from its detention 
and for general inefficiency and mal- 
administration. 
“During his administration of juve- 
nile affairs,” said Byrnes, “there have 
been more than a dozen resignations 
from important posts in that work 
because of what witnesses before the 
court committee denominated his con- 
tinual and unreasonable interference.”

Chief Aim of New Departure in 
School Department Will Be to Co- 
—eperate With Domestic Science 
Department to Teach Youngsters 
to Raise Vegetables. ; 


An agricultural headquarters of 


model cottage and lath-houses, for 
use of the school gardening depart- 
ment, is the plan of the school de- 
partment, according to a statement of 
Clayton F. Palmer, head of the gar- 
dening department, and other school 
authorities, yesterday. 
“Our plan,” said Palmer, “is to get 
hold of about two acres of ground 
within a 5-cent carfare radius, and 
located near_some of the neighbor- 
hood schools. On that will be estab- 
lished a laboratory with simple equip- 
ment, office, greenhouses, hotbeds, 
cold frames, nursery and gardens. 
“We find it necessary, on account 
of lack of normal! training in the sub- 
ject, to train teachers for the garden- 
ing work. The laboratory and grounds 
will serve this purpose. Classes of 
pupils, especially from schools wate 
have no school grounds, will also be 
taught. 
“The grounds will be used for dem- 
onstration purposes and for experi- 
ments in gardening, nursery work, etc. 
The government and experiment sta- 
tions will assist by furnishing seeds, 
rare plants, etc. 
“One chief aim will be to co-vuper- 
ate with the domestic science depart- 
ment in training youngsters to raise 
vegetables and smal) fruits for use 
in the cookery work. This is already 
done in some of the gchools where 
the school grounds are large. 
“A model cottage we hope also to 
make another feature of the work. 
Here relays of girls from the neigh- 
borhood schools and others wili learn 
the most efficient and economical) 
methods of homekeeping. A vege- 
table garden will contribute its share 
to their training in cooking. The 
household economics department will 
get out the plans, and the drawing 
department will trace them, and it ts 
possible some of the building and 
furnishing may be done by the car- 
pentry and cabinet-making depart- 
ments. Simple and pretty flower gar- 
dens and lawns will surround the cot- 
tage, and vegetable gardens are also 
a part of the pian

the 208 saloons in Los Angeles is 
$25,733, according to the committee's 
figures, and the anuual gross re- 
eeipts amount to $7,977,230. The min- 
imum daily receipts of saloons here 


is $37.50 and the maximum is $509. 
It is on this showing that the com- 
mittee justifies a material increase in 
taxation of this special privilege. 

‘The wide discrepancy, however, be- 
tween the minimum of $37.50 a day 
and $600 a day shows, the committee 
finds, that it would be manifestly un- 
fair to a large number of retail liquor 
dealers to place a flat license tax upon 
each. It is therefore recommended 
that the retail liquor license or sa- 
loon fee be fixed upon the principle 
of taxing the retail traffic according 
to the volume of business done. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


It recommends as follows: 

(1.) A minimum license fee of 
$100 per month, payable in advance, 
which shall be the minimum fee and 
which shall cover the license for do- 
ing a minimum business of $50 a 
day, which for 310 days per year 
would be $15,500; and that an addi- 
tional license fee be paid at the end of 
each month, which shall be paid upon 
the basis of 4 per cent. of the’ gross 
sales over and above the annual min- 
imum of $15,500 ($1291.67 per 
month.) Under this recommendation 
twenty-four of the 208 saloons will not 
be affected, while over the remaining 
184 will be distributed the increase 
in license, upon the just basis of their 
respective traffic. 

The committee further recommends 
that the City Tax and License Col- 
lector, together with the Auditor, be 
authorized and instructed to devise 
and prepare the necessary system and 
forms for the accounting and collec- 
tion of this 4 per cent. license fee, 
and that the Chief of Police be in- 
structed to detail men from his de- 
partment to be known as “license fn- 
spectors,”” whose duty it shal! be to 
look after and assist in the collection 
of said fee; and that the City Attor- 
ney in drawing the ordinance provide 
that every saloon must be equipped 
with a cash register giving the total 
daily sales, and that this register must 
at all times be accessible to license 
inspectors. The ordinance shal! also 
provide that the proprietor shall en- 
ter each day in qa book or form pro- 
vided for that purpose the total dails 
sales; and the ordinance shall further 
provide all other necessary regula- 
tions, together with penalty for fail- 
ure on the part of the licensee to 
comply with the terms of the ord!- 
nance. 

(2.) Your committee recommends 
that the following amendments . be 
made to the liquor ordinance: 

License fee for winery, from $10 
per month to $25 per month, an in- 
crease of 150 per cent.: 

License fee for soc ial club, from 
$25 per month to $37.50 per month, 
an increase of 50 per cent.: 


License fee for wholesale liquor, 
from $75 per month to $100 per 
month, an increase of 331-3 per 


cent.; 


License fee for wholesale drug, from 
$75 per month to $100 per month, an 
increase of 331-3 per cent.; 

License fee for brewery, from $100 
per month to $200 per month, an in- 
crease of 100 per cent. 

(3.) On December 3, 1912, the elec- 
tors ofthe city decided notto abolish 
the privilege of free lunch in saloons by 
the following vote: Yes, 16,372: No, 
33.810. Notwithstanding this decision 
of the people, the Council at once 
placed a license fee of $25 per month 
upon the free lunch item. This ac- 
tion was manifestly at variance with 
the will of the people and your. com- 
mittee recommends that the present 
license tax, known as the Retail. 
Liquor Lunch, at $25 per month, be 
abolished. 

If the Council adopts the foregoing 
recommendations the revised schedule 
would be as follows, based upon the

Other recommen4ations provide for 
a transfer fee for liquor permits, the 
funds so collected to be placed to the 
credit of the city’s general fund: a 
slight change in Liquor Zone No. $, 
at Wilmington; that no change be 
made in the San Pedro zone: ang that 
the leasee instead of the owner he 
qualified to sign petition to close 
bloeks against further issuance of 
liquor permits.

EXCORIATION OF WID 
SON. 
- With the election of President Wilson 
there came.into prominence a peculiar 
class of political exploiters who vocifer- 
ously announced their presence. With 
pride they dubbed themselves «original 
Wilson men.” The p of one and all 
seems to have been convince the Prest 
dent that the same good judgment on their 
Part which enabled them to discriminate 
in his favor as the candidate for the Presi- 
dency would be most effective and bene 
ficial to the government if they were given 
jobs. Now it so happens that the very first 


“original Wilson man” was that distin- 


guished Democrat, Col. George Harvey, 
now editor of the North American Review. 
He nailed the name of Woodrow Wilson at 
the top of Harper’s Weekly and shouted 
that Wilson was the man for President be- 
fore one citizen in ten thousand knew that 
Princeton had produced such a man or that 
New Jersey had accepted him as Governor. 
Never was a candidate less known: never 
did an admirer work harder to proselyte 
than Col. Harvey. 
Mr. Wilson's gratitude took the rather 
remarkable form of a request to Col. Har- 
vey asking him to desist from his expres- 
sions of admiration; the given reason be 
ing that Col. Harvey would do more harm 
than good. The explanation back of that 
idea has never been made clear; Col. Har- 


vey has an admirable record, is a trenchant 


writer. a keen observer, and his fearlessness 
Was never more exemplified than when he 
dared to champion for the Presidency a 
man so unknown in the United States as 
was Woodrow Wilson. 


Col. Harvey was a big enough man to be 
fair even after being insulted. At the ex- 
Piration of six months after Mr. Wilson 
had been in office, Col. Harvey wrote an 
editorial for the North American entitled 


“Six Months of Wilson,” in which it was | 


said: “No President of the United States 
has demonstrated greater capacity for true 
leadership. None barring Lincoln was con- 
fronted at the outset by a larger number of 
perplexing problems. None has met his 
difficulties with more sagacity or resolved 
them more skillfully.” 

However, even in that same article, which 
was complimentary in the extreme, Col. 
Harvey denounced as inexcusable the dis- 
criminating legislation which Mr. Wilsop 


ratified in favor of labor unions. 


But judging from other opinions that 
have been expressed more recently by Col. 
Harvey from month to month, it now seems 
apparent that he believes the unrestrained 
compliments and comparison to Lincoln 
were a little premature. 

The following month (December) we find 
that Col. Harvey flatly accuses Mr. Wilson 
of having broken his pledge with the Na- 
tional Civil Service Reform League, of 
which he was the vice-president before his 
election, and to which he promised to do 
at all times what he could to promote the 
Principles of the league. But, as Col. Har- 
vey pointed out with sharp inference, Mr. 
Wilson consented to exempt deputy mar- 
shals and deputy collectors from civil serv- 
ice rulings. He went even further—this 
President who was formerly vice-president 


of the Civil Service Reform League—and 


did not issue, as his predecessors had done, 
an executive order requiring collectors and 
marshals to continue to appoint their sub- 
ordinates from the civil service register. 
Col. Harvey says, with reference to the 
“riders” suspending civil service regula. 
tions for Democratic appointments, that by 
a mere “nod of his head he could have 
beaten it in the House of Representatives.” 


As the Mexican situation developed and 
presented more and more serious difficul- 
ties, Col. Harvey evidently concluded that 
Mr. Wilson was not using Lincoln-like “sa- 
gacity” and “skill,” for he expresses amaze- 
ment that Wilson should have gotten 
himself into such a complication, when by 
should have been 
recognized, and especially as England, Ger- 
many, Russia, France, Spain and Austria 
saw fit to recognize him. 

Col. Harvey has credited Mr. Wilson with 
the full responsibility for the Mexican com- 
plications with the United States, say- 
ing in an editorial addressed to him: 
“Never before to our knowledge, while 


‘their countries were at peace and resolved 
' to continue in amicable relationship, has 


one President declared war upon another 
President. Yet that is what you did with. 
out a quiver of hesitation. . . . No, Mr. 
President, it is not from lack of energy or 
resolution that your attempt to apply polit- 
ica] eugenics to Mexico fn a schoolmaster- 
ful way has failed. It is from the fatal de- 
fect within the policy itself’—which was 
the faflure and refusal to recognize Huerta. 


Col. Harvey has also been investigating 
“The Diplomats of Democracy” and finds 
that to be a “good party worker’ and an 
“original Wilson man” are rather important 
factors. He finds that trained and tried 


diplomats have been removed to make 
place for those who have suffered during 


the lean years that Democracy was out of 
office. He finds that Mr. Pindell of Peoria 
was sent to Russia as an Ambassador after 
being impressed. with the fact presented in 
so many words, that he was “the original 
Wilson man of Illinois,” and that the ad. 
ministration wanted “‘to take care of him.” 
Col. Harvey finds that both Mr. Wilson and 
Mr. Bryan have disregarded practically all 
that they ever said—and both of them said 
much—about the benefits of civil service 
standards in selecting employees and rep- 
resentatives, and have indulged in a “po- 
litical. debauchery in Latin. America:” he 
goes down the list, showing with pitiless 
facts that every principle of decent ap- 
pointments was disregarded to make way 
for faithful old Democrats who were in no 
wise fitted for, nor justly entitled to (ex: 
cept as “faithful Democrats’’) the honor or 
the position. 


Col. Harvey seems to have fully recov: 
ered from the illusion that Wilson is a 
statesman of ability, and pointedly states 
that the President's expressed wish to 
“provide for primary elections throughout 
the country” was a “play to the masses, to 
the majority; it was appropriated boldly 
from the Progressives and was thought to 
be popular.” 

Also is President Wilson held responsi- 
ble for his numerous foreign entanglements; 


Col. Harvey shows the fallacy of the “cur . 


rency measure,” which was designed to 
prevent financial depression and says that 
it “is not a lack of money which makes 
for the existing depression in business; it 
is a lack of confidence.” 

Mr. Bryan is not spared; the analytical 
pen of Col. Harvey lays bare the incom- 
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petency and negligence of the Secretary of 
State in a manner that would be merci- 


less were it not so justifiable and so im- 


portant to the welfare of the nation that 
facts be known. 

And Col. Harvey was “the original Wil- 
son man”—but a big enough man, so it ap- 
pears, to admit his error after having made 


@ mistake in judgment, and having done 


more than any other one man to place 
Woodrow Wilson in the White House. 


UY TAX OURSELVES fO DEATH 

FOR NOTHING? 

Why needlessly tax ourselves to death by 
voting millions upon millions of dollars for 
unnecessary bond issues, each of which 
costs us 7 per cent. per year of their face 
to maintain for the inevitable interest and 
sinking fund requirements? Why add 
$857,000 a year to our city taxes when it is 
unnecessary? 


No matter to what extent the money ob- | 


tained by the sale of our city bonds may 
be wasted, that 7 per cent. has to be paid 
each year, and it can only come out of the 
pockets of the taxpayers. In the present 
$6,500,000 proposed bond issue campaign it 


has been clearly shown that about two mil- | 


lion dollars ($1,926,000 to be exact) has 
been largely spent and the balance must 
be spent solely for the completion of 
power plant No. 1, even though when we 
cheerfully voted $3,500,000 bonds for 
that utility we were assured by those who 
are now asking us to vote $6,500,000 more, 
that the $3,500,000 would erect and equip 
that plant and leave $1,250,000 for use 
towards the construction of an electric dis- 
tributing system. 

In explanation orally, 
specifically set out in the ordinance under 
which we are asked to vote the $6,500,000 
bonds, we are told that $1,250.0900 of {ft Is 
intended to be used for the completion of 
power plant No. 1, 


tion (which by reason of all the circum- 
stances surrounding this case is practi- 
cally confiscation) of an electric distribut- 
ing system. The ordinance, the only thing 
really binding on the proponents of these 
unnecessary bonds, does not compel that 
the $6,500,000 shall be entirely used for 
these purposes, as stated, while it gives 
the City Council and the parties In charge 
of the city’s electrical anticipations the 
unchecked power to use the money, or such 
part of it as they may choose, for the pur- 
chase of land and water rights. 

In other words, the ordinance, the thing 


which will absolutely bind the taxpayers, | 


places them entirely at the mercy of the 
men who have broken faith with us al- 
ready, to the extent of $1,926,000 in con- 
nection with the cost of the power plant 
No. 1. That breach of faith entails a yearly 
burden of 7 per cent. thereon, or $134,482, 
on the already heavily overburdened tax- 
payers. 

But that is not all of the tax-creatinge 
programme. Published records of state- 
ments made on April 8 last to the directors 
of the Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation of this city by Chief Electrical 
Engineer Scattergood. prove his admission 
of the fact that completion of power plant 
No. 1 will really cost $2,000,000 instead of 
$1,250,000—a difference against the taxpay- 
ers of $750,000, which difference they (the 
bond proponents) intended to take out of 
the $5,250,000 of the $6,500.000 proposed 
bonds, leaving only $4,500,000, 
$5,250,000 for the intended un-American 
confiscation by condemnation of a partial 
electric distributing system. At the same 
time Engineer Scattergood ca'mly admitted 
that the cost of a distributing system suffi- 
cient to properly make use of the city’s 
coming electricity would be, quoting his 
own words, “four or five million dollars 
more.” 

Sizing up the situation, now that the real 
and hitherto concealed facts have come 
out,-we have the following “taxing-to- 
death” programme which the Council asks 
us to begin on May 8, by voting into their 
hands $6,500,000 to use as they please:

money to Los Angeles for investment than

We are lucky in having soldiers and not 
brigands to deal with along the border of 
Imperial county. With two armed camps 
confronting each other, the tension is bound 
to be dangerous.

THERE’S A RAISIN. 
BY EUGENE BROWN. 


Even the meek and lowly raisin—like 
the dog—has its day. 

If it be asked why a great State should 
thus give it dignity and importance the 
reply is promptly posted: . “There’s @ 
raisin.” 

Golden dollars are growing on the Iux- 
uriant vines of California. 

In the days of our youth there were more 
currants than raisins in our pastry and 
strange to say neither had exactly its habitat 
in this country, although the land was 
fairly flecked with currant bushes and 
grape vines. But in the main the gas- 


‘tronomic jewels with which our plum pud- 


ding were studded came from southern 
Europe—the currants chiefly from Greece 
and the raisins from Spain, Italy and Tur- 
key. The raisins came’ tightly packed in 
flat boxes weighing about twenty-five 
pounds and were pressed so thin that the 


| Seeds stuck through like pimples on the 
skin. 


The seeds in the Smyrna raisins 
were something fierce. They were as hard 
as pig iron and quite as indigestible. They 
were possibly responsible for a good deal 
of appendicitis in the happy days when 
even our costly surgeons knew not what 
appendicitis was. When a kid got a seed 
lodged in a hollow tooth it felt as if a 
large and irregular shaped cobblestone was 
dangling from his brain and it was some 
times necessary to use a gimlet and cork- 
screw to remove it. 

There is a deal of both nutriment and 
stimulant in the genial little raisin. Scien- 
tists tell us that the raisin will sustain 
human life longer than the humble but 


nourishing bean, and Sir Rodney Williston | 


declares that if he were to be cast ashore 
on a degert island for life and could have 
but one food for the remainder of his days 
he would choose the raisin. It is sanely 
stimulating—more so than people think. 
Fven the process of drying does not evap- 
orate the alcoholic contents of the grape. 
A friend of mine who was trying to re 
lieve himself of the responsibility of lick- 
ing up the visible and prospective supply 
of four or five full-fledged distilleries com- 
He always carried 
na mess of the succulent fodder in his pock- 
ets and he would dispose of four or five 
He ate raisins much as an 
Angora goat would browse on alfalfa. He 
found that in so far as the stimulating 
properties were concerned it took the place 


‘of half a dozen cocktails and did not cost 


nearly as much. At the same time he was 
gaining a reputation for 
dustry to which he had 
stranger for some years. 


Since California became the star- 
spangled land of the tree and home of the 
grape there is no reason why the viticul- 
tural products of Italy and Spain should 
not be completely displaced in the home 
market. The California raisin and the 
mild wines of the sunny slopes of the 
coast dre as pleasing as the world can fur- 
nish. Although sumptuary laws now and 
then deal crushing blows to the vinicul- 
turist and wine-presser, the steadily in- 
creasing demand for the unfermented juice 
of the grape should save a-fascinating and 
healthful industry from further hazard. 
The wineries may easily be utilized in the 
manufacture and the grape contracts with 
the grower may safely be continued. Re 
cent official acts of a Secretary of State in 
substituting grape juice for champagne at 
the table, and of a naval Secretary in ban- 
fishing heavy liquor. from the officers’ mess 
on the nation’s warships have done more 
for elemental temperance than all the pro- 
hibitionists could do with their voting and 
shouting in six thousand years.

self the rizht to eat, drink and pursue hap- 
piness after the dictates of his own mind. 
He is willing to be held responsible for 
the results if they actually distress and 
fnjure others, but his own methods and 
fdeas should be secure from interference. 
Without the spur of obnoxious law or in- 
quisitorial action alcoho! is taking its place 
fn the scheme of human Iiving. It is not 
fn the chair of authority, nor in the pilot- 
house, yet it may still hold its niche of 
service, and under reasonable reculation its 
status may be justified to-all reflective and 
considerate minds. 

' This is the new temperance which recog- 
nizes in the mild native wines the fresh 
juice of the grape and the cleanly brew of 
malt, refreshing and inspiring beverages 
which in modest and discreet use are as 
fmnocent and healfhful as the sparkling 
water from the crystal spring. 


Meanwhile let the viticulturists get to- 
gether for the exploitation, «manufacture 
and marketing on a greater scale of the 
unfermented juice of the grape. A leacue 
after the plan of the Citrus Assoctation 
would not only be a great benefit to their 
particular industry, but to the State as well. 
There has already been a notable adver- 
tising campaign fn the nation and a con- 
siderable share of this publicity could ac- 
crue at once to the grape growers of the 
Coast. It is regrettable that the best 
raisin grapes are not good for wines but 
the viticulturists should make common 
cause for the general exploitation of the 
varied and rich-bearing vines of California. 
The grape juice producer has an advantage 
over the regular winery in that each sea- 
son's crop is a business of itself. There is 
no cellaring or aging for eight or ten 
years, and the product fs practically ready 
for the market as soon as pressed. If 
“grape juice” sounds too plain and simple 
call it “‘vitiveritas.” 

But at all events let the grape industry 


be extended. The climate and the hill 
slopes furnish natural conditions that 
are matchless. The wineriés may easily 


adapt themselves to the marketing of the 
fresh juice of the grape as well as the old. 
The grape cure of a generation ago was 
something more than a fad. It was based 
upon a fruit that has perhaps more health- 
ful properties than any other and whether 
it is fresh, dried, pressed or bottled it 
speaks of wholesomeness and good cheer. 
There's a raisin.

High School Receives Guests 
on Visitors’ Day. 


Talk on School Bonds Shows 
Their Importance, 


Visitors’ day was celebrated at the 
Los Angeles High School yesterday 
with bits of a number of good things, 
The programme included literary ex- 
ercises, a Maypole dance, military 
drill, open-air reception and concert, 
talk on the school bonds and refresh- 
ments. 

The Maypole dance, given in a 
sylvan setting on the lawn, was one 
of the most interesting features of the 
day. Pretty maidens, dressed in 
white, danced gracefully around the 
traditional shaft. 

The High School cadets gave an 
exhibition drill in the street in front 
of the High School building. The 


sound of the bugle and drum and 
the tread of the manly boys was an 
inspiring sight. Generai concern over 
the war situation, of course, lent 
added interest to the military exhibi- 
tion. 
The outdoor part of the celebration 
was preceded by a literary programme 
in the assembly hall, beginning at 1 
o'clock p.m. Principal Housh gave a 
short address of welcome. The exer- 
cises included the following: “The 
Language of Flowers,” second orches- 
tra; songs by the boys’ chorus; read- 
i ‘‘Mayme’s Story of Red Riding 
Hood,” Norma Dolores Petro; folk 
dance, Girls’ Gym Club; songs by the 
Girls’ Glee Club; readjng, “The Man 
of Imagination,” Morris Ankrum; 
songs by the Boys’ Glee Club; scene 
from “As You Like It,” Dorothy La- 
zarus, Charlotte Matthews and Ray- 
mond Moyer, and song by the Choral 
Club. : 

Supt. Francis and Col. J. J. Stead- 
man, president of the Board of Edu- 
eation, gave short addresses, in which 
they urged the necessity of voting the 
proposed school bonds 

“We concede that we come to the 
public often in a request for more 
school bonds,” Supt. Francis said, 
“but we do not come any oftener than 
is necessary and only when we &re 
driven to it. The Board of Educa- 
tion is not responsible for the situa- 
tion only in so far as it has created 
a school system which attracts stu- 
dents from everywhere. : 

“The enrollment shows an increase 
of 10,000 over last year. Allowing 
forty pupils to the room, which is too 
many, you can see how many extra 
teachers that requires. It requires 
$1,000,000 a year to house the in- 
creased number of pupils. 

‘The city does not wish to discour- 
age the coming of new population, 
and so it is the duty of the board to 
provide equipn nt for the new schol- 
ars. The larger part of the money 
from the bond issue is needed for the 
elementary schools. 

“The high schools, however, will not 
1 be neglected. This school will be 
taken care of handsomely. The 
thousands of alumni of this institu- 
tion will be pleased with what the 
board expects to do for the school. 

“Every child is entitled to a chance. 
The board is trying to provide better 
playgrounds and better equipment in 
every respect. We must have the 
bonds to meet the needs of the 
schools.”’ 

Col. Steadman asserted that the 
Board of Education had good cause 
for asking the voters to grant an is- 
sue of bonds. 

“There are three good reasons why 
the bonds should be voted,” Col. 
Steadman said. “The schools are 
overcrowded. Many of tha buildings 
in present use are out of date and 
unsanitary. Real estate is rapidly in- 
creasing in value. We should pur- 
chase sites for school buildings before 
the land doubles and trebles in value. 
It is certain that we must have more 
lana for future buildings. It would 
be cood business to purchase some of 
it now before the prices advance.”

60m tO give up meals for bread and 
water in punishment for “‘falsifica- 
tion,” as he declared the youth had 
said one day that he had been a good 
boy at school, whereas it developed 
that he had bought chewing-gum and 
chewed it, which was in violation 
‘both of the rules of the school and 
the rules of the household.” He 
said that he had shared the half ra- 
tions he had put his son on. 

When the jury, which was out for 
several houra, was ready to render its 
verdict, the defendant was absent, 
having gone to a cafeteria to refresh 
himself, and the jury was compelled 
to await his return. 

He said the trouble had started with 
the gum-chowing episode and other 
minor offenses and that he had told 
Chester and his other adopted son 
one day that if they would be good 
boys he would take them to a lecture 
at the Baptist Church that evening. 
Chester, he said, was not good, and 
so he compelled him to remain at 
home while the other boy went. He 
said he locked him up in a closet 
‘and hobbled him with a cord, as he 
used to hobble horses when a cow- 
boy on the range. 

Subsequently, according to the testt- 
mony adduced, the boy took a bicycle 
and ran away from home. His fos- 
ter father found him later in the 
hands of the San Pedro police and 
took him home. The father testified 
that he was then under the double 
responsibility of watching the boy as a 
parent and becawse he had been or- 
dered to produce the boy at the of- 
fice of the Probation Officer in Los 
Angeles. the next day and that the 
night of the 7th inst. the boy at- 
tempted to run away from the house. 
He. overtook him by cutting around 
the lot the other way and said that 
the beating he had then administered 
had not been too severe. 

On the other hand, Ira C. Robin- 
son, a neighbor, Mrs. Robinson and 
Mrs. Ella V. Hill testified that they 
had heard the boy’s cries and ran to 
the place. Robinson said he had 
compelled the ex-minister to cease 
laying on the blows and that he had 
etayed at the Matthews house all that 
night to see that the punishment was 
not renewed. 

The piece of hose that was produced 
in the courtroom was knotted, but 
the minister declared that he had 
hela ‘t by the knot and struck the 
boy only with the end of it. RoDdin- 
son testified that brufses had appeared 
on the boy’s back as the result of the 
beating. 

The boy testified that he had been 


whipped hard and often by his foster 


. father. . 

In rendering the verdict the fore- 
man of the fury read a lecture to 
the boy, whitch was concurred tn by the 
court and by Deputy District Attor- 
ney Bell. who preasecuted the case.

HARBOR STRIKE. 


SLAVONIAN FISHERMEN DEMAND 
STABILIZED PRICES. 


Wholesalers Say Supply and De- 
mand Must Control Rates—Many 
Tons of Fish Dumped Into Ocean 
Because Market Is Too Low. 


[LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE 

SAN PEDRO, April 29.—A strike 
of Slavonian fishermen to force whole- 
sale markets to pay 4 cents a pound 
for barracuda ended in a dismal fail- 
ure today. Agitators who have been 
working among the fishermen for sev- 
eral days yesterday induced them to 
zo on a strike and demand that the 
wholesalers refuse to sell fish to Jap- 
anese or buy from them and make 
an exclusive contract with the local 
organization to pay 4 cents per pound 
the year around. 

The price paid for barracuda ranges 
from 8 and 10 cents per pound dur- 
ing the winter months when fish are 
scarce and weather is stormy, to less 
than 2 cents at times during the warm 
weather, when they are plenty and 
the market is easily glutted. Last 
week the price dropped to 3 cents per 
pound on account of over-production. 

Wholesalers did not take kindly to 
the demand that they be forced to pay 
4 cents at the beginning of the sum- 
mer season, after the fishermen had 
been rece!ving good prices all winter, 
knowing from past experiences 
that they we ‘'d not be able to buy 
for this price when the fish get scarce 
again next winter. They told the lead- 
ers the situation in very plain lan- 
guage and backed up their refusal to 


accede to their demands by placing | 


heavy orders for barracuda in San 
Diego, to be shipped to San Pedro 
upon the steamer Governor, due here 


tomorrow. 


Furthermore, word was sent out 
that all the ‘fish -brought itn by the 
Japanese boats would be purchased at 
prevailing market prices. The sight 
of a long string of Japanese boats 
rounding the breakwater bound for 
the barracuda banks was the last 
straw that “bust up strike,” as the 
Slavonians expressed it just before 
they put to sea with their boats in 
pursuit of the Japanese. 

There were thirty-three boats and 
about 100 men involved in the strike. 
Nearly all of these were Slavonians. 
More of the Italian fishermen are go- 
ing out after halibut, which is not 
so plentiful, and brings a better price. 

Ten boatloads of barracudqg were 
dumped into the sea by Italian fisher- 
men operating off Long Beach today, 
ostensibly in order that the price of 
fish might be kept at its present level, 
according to Attorney George M. 
Spicer, D. B. Dougherty and Deputy 
Fish and Game Commissioner I. A. 
Bordner of Long Beach. A strenu- 
ous investigation is being made by the 
three to learn the identity of the fish- 
ermen who destroyed the fish in vio- 
lation of the law. 

The practice of destroying tons of 
fish daily when the supply is greater 
than the demand is common among 
the foreign fishermen of Long Beach 
and San Pedro, according to members 
of the Long Beach Tuna Club, an or- 
ganization formed to foster game fish- 
ing with rod and reel They have 
made early-morning investigations in- 
to the nefarious practices of the Ital- 
ian and Japanese fishermen who, using 
immense purse nets, are fast deplet- 
ing the numbers -of yellowtail, bass, 
barracuda and species of tuna in these 
waters. 

Last Thursday twenty tons of the 
fish were dumped into the San Pedro 
harbor to the surprise of many per- 
sons who were unable to buy fish be- 


Stores Flooded at Hemet and

years hag there been so heavy a fall 
of snow so late in the spring months 
as the present storm has left on the 
mountains. 

Not only are the mountains covered 
with snow, but the valley has received 
a liberal soaking, thus averting irriga- 
tion for some time and also insuring 
heavy crops of hay and grain. 

To save at least a portion of their 
apple crop some of the mountain ap- 
ple growers are resorting to smudging 
and believe they will be successful es- 
pecially in the case of a few late va- 
rieties which are not yet in. bloom. 

The snow is so heavy on the apple 
trees in some districts that they are 
being badly broken down. 

The deep snows will probably delay 
travel in the mountains, especially to 
those resorts that are more distant, 
though the near-by resorts can easily 
be reached as usual as the roads are 
in good shape. With warm weather 
following, the streams leading from 
the mountains will be at flood tide for 
a few days. 

Up to 6 o’clock tonight the seasonal 
rainfall had reached 21.20 inches, 
which breaks the total for any sea- 
son since 1873 with the exception of 
four years and with but a little more 
precipitation all records with the ex- 
ception of two years will be left be- 
hind. It is again snowing on the 
mountain crest tonight.

The Board of Public Utilities yes- 
terday fixed gas rates, reducing the | 
price of artificial in the city proper 
to 68 cents, making a rate of 60 cents 
for mixed gas, and 52 cents for nat- 
ural. The rate for all gas at San 
Pedro and Wilmington is raised from 
$1 to $1.25 per 1000 cubic feet.

UTILITY BOARD FIXES RATES 
FOR NEW FISCAL YEAR. 


But San Pedro and Wilmington 
Must Stand Twenty-five Per Cent. 


One Dollar Per Thousand Cubic 
Feet. 


Gas rates for the fiscal year of 1914- 
15 were set by the Board of Public} 
Utilities yesterday. For the. city 
proper the rates set are: Artificial gas, 
68 cents per 1000 cubic feet; mixed 
gas, 60 cents; natural gas, 52 cents. 
For San Pedro and Wilmington, $1.25 
= 1000 cubic feet for all kinds of 


resolution fixing these rates 
was adopted by the votes of President 
Wright and Commissioner Wirsching. 
Commissioner Bekins wye absent, as 
usual. 

The Wilmington Chaniber of Com- 
merce filed with the board, resolutions 
setting forth that when that city con- 
sented to consolidation with Los An- 
geles, it was assured that all rights 
and privileges enjoyed by the city 
proper would be extended it, and 
therefore it demanded that a gas rate 
be fixed that would be applicable to 
the entire city and that there be no 
special rate made for the harbor dis- 
trict. 

Former Senator Carter was present 
to speak on this resolution, but long 
discussions of other matters prevented 
his making the arguments for Wil- 
Mmington, and the rate resolution was 
adopted after he had left the meet- 


The present artificial gas rate in 
Los Angeles proper is 70 cents per 
1000 bic feet. The new rate will 
cut this 2 cents. The present rate 
for San Pedro and Wilmington is $1 
per 1000 cubic feet.: The new rate 
will boost this 25 cents per 1000 cubie 
feet. 

The Public Utilities Commiasion last 
year set the rate for the harbor 
towns at $1.20 per 1000 cubic feet, 
but this rate was vigorously protested. 
The City Council ordered a public 
hearing and eventually overrode the 
action of the board by setting the 
rate for the harbor towns at $1 per 
1000 cubic feet. This, says the board, 
has been found inadequate, and it de- 
clares that the $1.25 rate ig necessary 
in order to give the gas company @ 
fair return on its investment. 

As to the rates for the city proper, 
the board sustains its previous action 
on natural gas rates by adopting the 
same figures, 62 certs per 1000 cubic 
feet, although the City Council after 
its hearing cut the rate to 40 cents. 
President Wright has declared that 
no new data has been secured that 
would justify the board in changing 
its rate for n@tural gas. 


TELEPHONE RATES. 
ACTION IS POSTPONED. 


‘A deadlock exists in the Board of 
Public Utilities on the fixing of rates 
for telephone service for the ensuing 
Action has been post- 
poned, of necessity, until this after- 
moon at 2 o'clock. The board was 
unable to reach an agreement yester- 


The telephone companies declare 
the present rates must be increased 
if they are to receive anywhere near 
a fair return on their invéstment. 
They give facts and figures to sub- 


President Wright agrees to the 
proposition that public utility con- 
cerns should have the rates based 
on the valuation of their plants, ex- 
incomes, so that a fair 
return on the money invested may be 
secured. Commissioner ~‘Wirsching, 
while practically admitting that the 
present rates are not sufficient for 
this purpose, is not willing to vote 
for an increase that would provide 
@ proper income. 

As a result a tentative report was 
prepared, in which the installation of 
@ measured service is recommended 
and that meanwhile there be no 
change in the present rates. This 
was not adopted, but simply read at 
yesterday's session, in order that it 
might be discussed by the representa- 
tives of the companies. 

The proposal brought forth strong 
protests from representatives of each 
ef the telephone companies. They 
declared that even taking the depre- 
ciated valuations of the plants placed 
thereon by the board's own cngineers 
and experts, it was clearly evident 
that a fair return could not be se- 
cured on the rates now in effect, and 
that less than 2 per cent. would be 
netted to the companies. It was shown 
that in order to give a fair return 
there should be an increase of about 
75 cents per month on each phone 
of the Heme company and a still 
jarger increase of rates on the Pacific 
phones. 

Cc. F. Mason, district commercial 
manager for the lafter company, de- 
clared that all the telephone compa- 
nies wanted was justice, but that be- 
cause of the attitude of rate-fixing 
bodies and a portion of the public 
the hardest job of the public utilities 
today is to get money for investment 
in this class of development and that 
it is extremely difficult to finance ex- 
tensions. 

“The rates provided are inade- 
quate,” said Mason, “and the -public 
ie. encouraged to believe such rates 
should be sustained. The public is 
really encouraged to get something 
for nothing, and that Is not just to it 
or to the utilitv concerns.”
